THE SENATE'S CHRISTMAS GIFT
The Senate Repeals Confeder¬

ate Disabilities.
Without a Dissenting Vote Republicans

and Democrat! Alike Urge It.la tbe
Hooie a Resolution to Open tbe South
Platte Forest Reservation Was Object¬
ed to.The Brarlllan Chamber Com-

* monds the President's Meisaso.

Washington, Deo. 24..The Senato
to-day presented a Christmas present
to the South, as Mr. Hill, of New York,
aptly characterised tho bill repealing
the prospective disabilities, passed at
tho close of the war, against tho aorvice
of ox- Confederates in the United States
army or navy. The passage of such a
repeal, without a dissenting voto in a
Sonate having a Republican plurality,and with Northern Senators taking tho
initiative, lent a gracefulness and sig¬nificance to the action la mark od con¬
trast with tho former war controver¬
sies In Coagrosa.
The Southern Senators, with tho ex¬

ceptio! of Mr- Daniel, of Virginia, took
no part iu urging the repeal, and sovoral
of thorn, including Mr. Walthall and
Mr. Cockroll, who served in the Confed¬
erate ranks, vottd for a postponement
by reference to commlvoo. But with
such champiooB on tho Republican sido
of tho chamber as Messrs. Chandler.
Hawley and Platt, and on tho other sido
r»s Mr. Hill and Mr. Voorhees, the ro-
poal was readily accomplished. In the
two hours glvon to speeches on tho
moasuro there was the fullest express¬ion of a deairo to bury war anlmosi-
ties,
The Senate did little boyond debating

and passing this bill. Mr. Allon offered
a resolution, which was referred, urging
a Latin American union, in which all
the republics of tho western hemispherewould mako common cause agalnBt Eu¬
ropean encroachments.

Mr. Hill, in introducing tho proscrlp-tlvo repeal bill, said it would be a most
fitting and generous Christmas present
to tbe men of the South.
Mr. Sherman (Hop., O.) suggested

that there should b'o committoo aotlon.
"I will vote for this bill," said Mr. Sher¬
man. The time is past for such dis¬
crimination. Hut the usual course of
committee action should be ta*en."

Mr. Chandler (Rep N. H ) urged im¬
mediate action. "Tnlrty years had
elapsed Blnso the war. There was no
reason for keeping this proscription,and there was abundant reason for re¬
pealing it"
"The other day," added Mr- Chandler,

"we camo to the support of a Democratic,
quesito'. of international affairs and I
hope that tbe Senate will to day with¬
out criticism and without a voice of oo-
poBltlon unanimously approve thla re¬
peal."
Mr. Gray (Dem. Dal ), while favoringtho bill Dolieved committee action would

secure the most satisfactory action.
Mr. Allon, speaking as a former pri¬

vate in the Northern ranks, urged the
r( p'-al and condemned tho "bloody flag"politics of tho past. Tho Senator c uiMid
tome amusement ty referring to tho
tlino whon tho cau-io which he served
captured the command of tno Senator
from Missouri, Mr. Cockrell.
Mr Hill cloned by pointing out the

delays and absurdities of committoo
action. Uncreated a laugh by pointing
cut tbe incotiaiderateneta of Mr. i'latt
in not sending him Borne of tho compli-
inentory Southern preas notf.8. "For,"
Bald Mr. Hill, good naturedly, " it i* eo
aoldom now-a-d&ys that tho pre3S says
anything comp.imentary of me "

Mr Sherman moved to refer tho bill
to the commlttoe on military affairs.
The motion was defeated 8 to 30 Messrs.
Bacon, Ceckrell, Elklna, Frye, Uray,Sherman Teller and Walthall voted
yea.
Tho vote being short of a quorum a

call of the Senate rovealed forty«6ovoa
Senators present.

"It is ovldont," interposed Mr. Sher¬
man, "that a majority of the Sonate
will show up to give this bill a9 a Christ¬
mas present to the South, and I there¬
fore withdraw my motion for a refer¬
ence." Thereupon, without division,
the bill was paaied.
Mr. Vest's resolution for coining tho

silver bullion in tho treasury then
came up, Mr. Vest presenting some
amended features. Mr. Morrlll moved
to refer the resolution to the finance
committee. Mr. Vest demanded a roll
call. It looked like an unexpecteddemonstration of the silvor strangth.To avoid this Mr. VeBt recalled his
resolution and on his motion the Senate
adjourned till Friday.

In the House.
Washington, Dec. 24..The session

of the House was brief to-day, the onlybusiness transacted being tbe distribu¬
tion of tho President's message askingthe several committees having jurisdic¬tion of the parts thereof and the passingof a bill making Palm Beach, Florida, a
port of entry.
Mr. Shafroth, of Colorado, attemptedto secure tbe passage of a resolution to

open South Platte and Plum Creek for¬
est reservations in Colorado, where thoro
have recently been largo gold discover¬
ies, to mining claimants, bat it was ob¬
jected to.
Speaker Reed had read a communica¬

tion from the chamber of the ropublicof Brazil, felicitating the House of Roprcaentatives on the President's strongposition on the Monroo doctrine. Tho
communication was applauded.

QENKUAL MILES' VISIT.

Personal Inspection of the Southern
Coast Defenses.

Washington, Dec. 24..It is now
learned that tbo main purpose of Qen-
oral Miles'visit to the o I ties of our 8outb
Atlantic coast was to ascertain by per¬
sonal inspection the actual condition of
the coast defenses in that section, and
to oall tho attention ot tho Southern
people to the oxposod position they
would cccupy in the event of hostilities.
He was impressed with tbo antiquated

condition of the dofenses at Fortress
Monroe, which is relied upon not only
to defend the national capital and Haiti
more and Norfolk and Richmond from
attack by water, but oven more to form
an impregnable base of naval operations
and a sate refugo for our warships In
the event that they are foroed to retire
beforo an overwhelming hostile naval
force.
Although tbo War Department has

vory little money available it possibly
will t»ke steps to Improve the defenses
there, relying upon sufficient appropria¬tions from tho present Congress to
restore tho work to the standing theybed at the breaking out of the civil
war, making it ono of the strongest de¬
fenses of tbo world.

SECRETARY SMITH'S LETTER
In Reply to Delegate Flynn's

Resolution,
Asking the Reasons for Delay In the Al¬

lotment of Lands on tbe Wichita Ken
erTatlon to tbe Indians and tbe Open¬
ing of the Surplus Land to Settlement.
His Wife's Cousin Attorney f>t the
Wichita's.

Washington, Dao. 84..The Speaker
laid before the House to day a letter
from the Secretary of the Interior trans¬
mitting a reply to Delegate Fiynn's
resolution, asking the reasons for delay
in tho allotmont of lands on the Wichita
reservation to the Indians and the open¬
ing of the surplus land to settlement.
The Seorotary shows that the lands oc¬

cupied by the Wichita Indians are part
of what is known as tho leased district
ceded by tho Choctaws and Ohickasaws
to the United States. There la, the
Secretary shows, a difforenco of opinion
as to whether the Choctaws and Chlcka-
saws conveyed to tho United States an
absoluto title to the lands, or If -.boyceded them only for tho purpose of al¬
lowing them to be usod to bo located
upon.
Tho matter is now before the court

of claims for adjudication and the sec¬
retary savs ho has delayed suggesting
to the President the appointment of
allotting agents on account ot disad¬
vantages which might accrue from hav¬
ing allottments made and the surpluslands thrown opon to settlement boforo
the claim of tho Choctaws and Chick-
asawa is adjusted. The litigation before
tho court of claims certainly involves
the title of the lands to bo allotted as
well as tho lands to be opened.
As to the Inquiry whether any of the

Secretary's connections or relations byblood or marriage are acting as ut-
torneyB for the Indiana or any party or
any parties interested in delaying the
opening ot tho same to settlement, tho
Secretary says: "Anarew A. Llpcomb,of Washington, is tho husband of a
second cousin of my wife. He is one of
the counsel for tho Wichitas growing
out of the claim of the Choctaws and
Chickasaws for the revlsionary interest
in the land occupied by the Wichitas. I
atttaoh a copy ot tho contract made bythe Wichitas with their attorneys.

It will bo seen the compensation ot
the counsel for the Wiohltas la to be a
percontage of tho money received from
the talo of the land in case it ia decided
that tho Choctaws and Ohlokasawa have
no revialonary interest in thoae lands.
I am not aware of any lntereat which
tho counsel for the Wichitas can have
in delaying the allotment and aale of
the surplus lands. No one has evor sug¬
gested an interest or a desire on their
part or their clients' part for delay. No
connection or relation by blood or mar
rlago of mlno is acting as attorney for
any party or parties Interested In de¬
laying the opening of the lands to set¬
tlement. No party or parties I have
placed in tho Interior Department havo
interposed an objection to tho full exo-
cutiou of tho act of March 2, 1895."

Ban DonilDKii Raising Revenue.
Washington, Deo 21..Tho State de¬

partment is informed that the San Do¬
mingo government hco imposed an ad¬
ditional charge on all imports and ox-
ports of two per cent, which i3 to bo cal¬
culated on tho total amount of each liq¬uidation. Tho principal articles of ox-
ports to the United States are colTco and
sugar.

THE TWO NEW REVENUE BILLS
The Republicans Decide UponSeveral Changes in Them.
Cereal h, BreadatnnTj, I.Ivo Stock nud

Dairy Producta Will BlOBpl? Bo an Ad-
Vance of Fifteen Per Cent. Under the
Horizontal Claas«.In the Bond Bill
the Bnte or Interest)' Will Bo Three
P«r Cent, and Ureenbaoba Will Be
Temporarily Isolated.

Washington. Dec. 24..The Reoub*
llcan members of the ways and means
commlttoo held another conference this
evening and decided upon several
changes in the two revenue bills, which
will bo Introduced in the House Thurs¬
day. The most important change in
the tariff bill was to drop the clause
putting oeroal breadstuffs.llve stock and
dairy products at an advance of 25 per
cent, over the Wilson-Gorman rates, so
that these foatures will simply bo an
advance of 15 per cent, under the hori¬
zontal clause.

It was also docldod 10 advanco carpet;goods to the McKinley bill ratos, but
other products of wool will remain at
CO per cent, of the McKinley tariff ac¬
cording to tho agreement o( yesterday.The other change was to oxempt sugarfrom tho provisions cf tho clause for a
horizontal advance of 15 per c.mt
Lumbor will remain, as was doclded
yestorday.at üü per cent, of the McKin¬
ley duty.

In tho bond bill tho principal issue asused will be a change cf tho rate of in¬
terest authorized by tho act of 1875, of
tour per cent, to threo per coat., and bo

This bill will also providefor the temporary isolation of the green¬backs, so that they will bo held separateIn the treasury and not included withtho general aasots of tho Government.Several important considerationsoperated to bring about ca&ngos in thetariff bill. There has boen little doubtfrom the beginning that Bugar would bo
exompted from whatever tariff changesthat wero made, because any attemptsto alter tho achedulo would give rise to
complications. Tho decision to dropfarm products and cattle from the list ofduties to bo advanced will cause muchdisappointment among the Western men;but bo much trouble nroao over the set¬tlement of the item that It was thoughtbest to drop their consideration,An elfort was made to have iron and
steel and tholr produats given an nd-
vanca but it mot the opposition of thoWester« men and was abandoned. Its
abandonment had something to do withthe dropping of tho live stock and cerealadvances contemplated. The Iron andsteel interests argued that they shouldbe equally favored with tho farmers.Members of tho oorumittea state em¬
phatically that the bills aro not in¬
tended in any way to represent Repub¬lican policies on tho tarilT or flnancs;they aro merely tompurary expedients
to meet an emergency, the Ropublicansholding tho emorgoncy is caused by aninsutllclent incomo of revenuo. Mr.
Dlngley had a conference to-day with
Secretary Carlialo over tho bills.
To-morrow both bills will bo consid¬

ered at a mooting which members of thooommlttoo will attend.

Tea In Flames,
Cincinnati, Dec 23 .Fire this evon-lng destroyed tho five*story building at

214 Wall streot. occupied by W. W.
Thomas, wholesale dealer la teas,spices,
etc. The entlro contonts of tho build¬
ing were burned. Ten thousand chests
of tea was tbo principal steck on hand,all of which was lost. The buildingitself was gutted by the flames. Tho
loss will not bo les§ than $100,000, of
which insurance will cover about 80 per
cent. Tho firm was tho largest whole¬
sale tea houso in tho country outside of
Now York city. Tho Cincinnati Saale
Company and tho Howe Soale Manu¬
facturing Company aro also losers to
some extent by water damage.
